on probation for a second conviction of driving under the 
influence of alcohol or the outlawed drugs, within a three- 
year period from the first conviction."

"If the 
court fails to suspend the' operator’s license of the of­ 
fender upon the second such conviction, the Bureau of 
Motor V ehicles shall proceed as if the recommendation of 
suspension had been made by the court, and proceed to 
suspend the operator's license."

Today, practically everyone uses credit in one 
form or another. Rut while we use it extensively, 
many consumers don’t fully understand credit termi­ 
nology.

Jackson Attacks Results Of

State Correction Officials To 


Appeal Liable Ruling Of Court 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - An 
appeal probably will be made 
on behalf of state corrections 
employes held liable for dam ­ 
ages 
to 
inmates 
during 
a 
disturbance 
at 
the 
Indiana 
Reformatory but an attorney 
for former' inm ates said he1 
hopes 
the 
legislature 
will 
properly fund the department. 


The employes—nine guards, 
one 
plumber 
at 
the 
refor­ 
matory, the reformatory super­ 
intendent and his assistant— 
were1 found liable by a jury in a 
civil federal court proceeding 
here late Monday night. Eight 
of the nine guards were found 
innocent in a criminal proceed­ 
ing in October 1971, when they 
were accused of violating the 
civil rights of the inmates. The 
ninth pleaded guilty 
to the 
charge and was given a one- 
year suspended prison term. 


Both actions stem from a 
sitdown 
protest 
staged 
by 
inmates at 
the 
reformatory 
near Pendleton Oct. 26, 1969 on 
a recreation field at the prison. 
Guards 
fired 
double-aught 
buckshot around the crowd of 
about 400 so that it would 
bounce into the group. One 
inmate was killed outright, one 
died, later and many prisoners 
were wounded-some requiring 
hospital confinement for most 
of a vear. 


The jury Tuesday night ruled 
that 
the guards and prison 
officials were liable and that 
the 
II 
former and 
present 
inmates who filed the 
suit 
should receive compensatory 
damages, size of the awards 
will vary with actually injuries. 


James T. Smith, Governor 
Bowen’s administrative assist­ 
ant for public safety, said “We 
are contemplating an appeal at 
this 
time, 
but 
I 
can 
not 
comment further on the m atter 
since part of it, on damages, is 
still in litigation. We have not 
seen; any transcript or findings 
of the court ” 


Harold Berk, attorney with 
the Indianapolis Legal Services 
Organization who handled the 
case 
for 
nine 
of 
the 
11 
plaintiffs, told a news confer­ 
ence " that 
he 
hoped 
the 
legislature 
would 
read 
the 
verdict and take appropriate 
action. 


“I hope the General Assem­ 
bly will do two things as a 
result of this decision,’’ he said. 
“First, ; that the legislature 
will allow the state to pay 
damages in this case, since it is 
the employer of the persons 
sued. 


“But 1 also hope the General 
Assembly will finally see its 
duty to the corrections depart­ 


ment and properly fund it,” 
Berk said. He added that he 
felt the shooting of inm ates 
taking part 
in a 
“peaceful 
sitdown protest” resulted from, 
poor* training for personnel and 
salaries too low 
to attract 
persons willing and able to 
work with inmates. 
“It 
the 
legislature 
will 
increase 
salaries 
to 
attract 
better qualified personnel and 
provide better training, a more 
humane and rehabilitative sys­ 
tem 
of 
corrections 
will

possible," he said. 
Berk said the nine plaintiffs 
he represented, three of whom 
were present a.I the conference, 
had offered earlier to settle for

“ I’m very concerned that the 
number of missiles the Soviets 
will be able to MIRV (equip 
with 
multiple 
nuclear 
war 
heads knwon as MIRVs) is 
large 
and 
will 
lead 
to 
a 
considerable strategic buildup.” 
Congressional 
aides 
added 
that Jackson considered the 
accord “disastrous” because it 
made no provisions for on-site 
inspection of Soviet missiles 
with multiple warheads.

Jackson

KEEPING TRACK OF ENEMIES 
In some circles there seems to be consternation. 
shared to a degree by the United States attorney general, 
over revelation of a report of a hitherto secret Federal 
Bureau of 
Investigation 
former 
counterintelligence 
program It was aimed at tracking and sometimes at­ 
tempting to disrupt activities of radical and extremist 
groups 


The report, prepared by the Justice Department, said 
without being more specific that the program involved 
"isolated instances of practices that can only be con­ 
sidered abhorrent in a free society.” Attorney General 
William B. Saxbe said Sunday that no such program 
currently is in operation. 


Saxbe’s statement apparently was intended to be 
reassuring but to us it’s scary. Just what is being done 
about the radical and extremist groups that were the 
targets of the program, discontinued in 1971? They are 
described in the report as New Leftists, Negro extremists, 
white hate groups, the Socialist Workers Party and the 
Communist Party of the United States. 


Perhaps what the authors of the Justice Department 
report regarded as abhorrent were such things as forging 
identity cards to gain access to such groups, planting 
operatives who sought to disrupt them, feeding false in­ 
formation into their communications networks, and 
sometimes, leading information about groups or members 
to the press. 


One specific instance of the fa Is e-inf or (nation tactic 
and its results was disclosed by Columnist Jack Anderson, 
who obtained a copy of the report. By feeding false in­ 
structions into a citizens’ band radio frequency being used, 
by a group of demonstrators, the FBI headed off the 
group’s reported plan to stone President 
Nixon's 
limousine and if possible kill him. 


That was bad? 


The account of that incident suggests the kind of 
groups against which the FBI program was directed — 
groups dedicated to violence and the destruction of 
American freedom. 


The report, may disclose .some tactics that were im­ 
proper or even illegal. But it is a dead certainty that if 
the FBI has not replaced the discontinued program with 
some belter one' to keep track of and guard against the 
violent extremist and radical groups there is a gaping 
hole in the nation's internal defenses.

A doctor shortage continues, 
particularly in the rural areas of 
the state despite success of the 
Indiana Medical Training Plan. 
It could get worse, as some 
hospital 
em ergency 
and 
surgical rooms are threatened 
with closing, faced with high 
cost and u n av ailab ility of 
malpractice insurance for hisrh- 
risk medical specialists. 
Indiana, home of the largest 
medical school in the nations, 
was not producing nor retaining 
new physicians as rapidly as 
needed. The General Assembly 
had taken a long look at the $150 
million and the intense com­ 
petition among proposed sites 
for a new medical school. A new 
institution absorbs more doctors 
than it turns out for the first ten 
years. 
In 1967, the Indiana Plan was 
launched, 
using 
existing 
educational institutions and 
hospitals in seven areas of the 
state to provide parts of the 
training. Medical students start 
and finish training at the 
Indiana U niversity Medical 
School. Under the plan, the 
output of doctors has increase 
from about 150 to 250 per year at 
little additional cost. However, 
the school, still must turn down 
more than half of the well- 
qualified applicants each year 
for admission. 
Meanwhile, Indiana has the 
12th lowest rate among all 
states on the ratio of doctors 
engaged in patient care on the 
basis of population. Expressed 
another way, 
there 
are 
38 
states with more doctors per 
patient load. Indiana has 92 
doctors for every 
1.000,000 
citizens 
according 
to 
the 
American Medical Association, 
state 
figures 
show 
105 
physicians per 100,000, up from 
98 at the state of the Indiana 
Medical Training Plan. 
However, New York has 195 
doctors to lead the nation in per 
patient ratio, with Illinois at 
125; Ohio with 119 and Michigan 
attracting 144 physicians per 
100,'0001 residente, 
The 
American 
Medical 
Association reported a record 
Increase in newly licensed 
physicians at the start ot tne 
year, up 15 per cent over the 
previous year. Almost half of 
the newly licenses 
went to 
graduates of foreign medical 
schools. 
A Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare report 


disclosed that 89 of Indiana’s 92 
counties had fewer physicians 
per popula tion than the national 
average with 62 counties losing 
physicians between 1060 and 
1070. In many farm areas it is 
easier to obtain veterinarian 
care for the family pet or a farm 
animal than it is to find medical 
care for a family member. 
Meanwhile, 
skyrocketing 
premiums and refusal to renew 
insurance on physicians is in 
creasing the cost of medical 
care and forcing physicians to 
look toward other state 
to 
practice. Thirty-one states have 
gone 
in to 
s t a te-w ide 
m a l p r a c t ic e 
in s u r a n c e 
programs. 
Indiana’s 
4,000 
physicians are not considered a 
"board enough base” for such 
a program, although graduates 
of the state medical school are 
considered well-trained and 
lower risk. 
The State Medical Association 
is polling its membership to 
determine the actual status of 
medical insurance. You can be 
sure the General Assembly will 
take legislative notice of the 
insurance problem. 
Another approach was taken 
by 
New 
Mexico 
which 
esta.bli.shed. fixed compensation 
for 
damage 
caused 
by 
malpractice. It is similar to 
benefits 
under 
w orkm en's 
compensation laws, eliminating 
the 25 to 50 per cent of set­ 
tlements going to' attorneys... 
The 
American 
Medical 
Association reports that about 
$1.58' of every $10 paid to you* 
doctor now goes to cover his 
insuance, and it is increasing. 
There is a. bright side to 'the 
medical care pictue in the 
state. Hospital costs are nearly 
$20 per day below the national 
average, with 6 million hospital 
days care rendered each year. 


The Indiana Medical Training 
Plan is outstanding, but does not 
go far enough in solving a 
pressing problem. A closer look 
must be taken at the shortage in 
physicians, No Hoosier will ever 
be satisfied with medical care 
access near the bottom of all 
states in the nation. 


Insurance availability and 
cost for malpractice 
requires 
immediate legislative action by 
the 
General 
Assembly. 
Say

Q. Because I work for two 
different employers, more than 
$13,200 (1974) of my wages this 
year will be subject to Social 
Security tax. How can I re­ 
claim the excess tax paid? 


A. You are entitled to claim 
the excess withheld as a credit 
against your income tax. Com­ 
pute this credit by adding the 
Social Security tax (FICA) 
withheld by all your employers 
this year, and the "uncollected 
employee tax on tips” as shown 
on all your Forms W-2. From 
this total, subtract .$772.20 
(1974), the maximum Social 
Security tax that may be with­ 
held, from, your pay. The bal­ 
ance is your credit which you 


may claim on line 62 of Form 
1040. 


Q. My father paid the $900 
we owed on our car as an an­ 
niversary present to my hus­ 
band and me. Do we have to 
pay income tax on this money? 
A. No. Although a debt paid 
by another person is generally 
income to a debtor, it is not in­ 
come if the payment is intend­ 
ed as a gift. It is the intent 
of the one who pays another 
person’s debt that determines 
whether the payment is a gift. 


Q. My employer has given 
me an expense-paid vacation to 
Mexico next January as an 
award for my reaching the mil­ 
lion-dollar sales mark. How 


will, this affect my income 
taxes? 
A. Rewards and bonuses in­ 
cluding vacation trips paid ¿o 
you for outstanding work are 
income. If such an award is 
payable at some future time at 
the option of your employer, 
it is not taxable until you re­ 
ceive it or your employer makes 
it available to you. 


Q. Some of my co-workers 
and I are planning to start an 
investment club. We don’t know 
whether to operate our club as 
a partnership or a corporation. 
How can we find out? 
A. Most investment dubs op­ 
erate as partnerships and are 
treated as such for Federal 
tax purposes. Others operate 
as corporations, trusts, or as­ 
sociations taxable as corpora­ 
tions.! For detailed information 
on this subject, consult the IRS 
free publication 550, “Tax In­ 
formation on Investment In­ 
come and Expenses.”

himself on his scholarship, he 
never seems to get down to the

needs. 
Some 
ministers 
don’t, even pretend to deal with 
God’s Word and spiritual needs. 
. And empty people go away 
with 
g re ater 
em.pt in ess, 
believing that God is a phony 


too!” 
But it doesn’t have to be1 this 
way! When Pastor and people 
get thirsty enough for a spiritual 
outpour to tarry before the Lord 
in heartsearching obedience, 
God will open the heavens and 
send rain.

The 
premiums are going down now, 
to perhaps 60 to 75 per cent, but 
it’s still a good deal and most 
men have little trouble finding 
good 
jobs 
elsewhere 
after 
finishing their Middle Eastern 
stint. Some go in business for 
them selves or become high-fee 
consultants.” 
Korn said his firm also has 
been supplying operating execu­ 
tives and technicians in the 
Middle East, particularly in 
Saudi 
Arabia, 
for example, 
where it is now involved in 
supplying ,2,000 persons for a 
string of hospitals.

See A New Hope For Man

In the passages we study 
today, which serve as a kind of 
bridge between the Old and New 
T estam ents, 
we 
see 
the 
unknown prophet called Second 
Isaiah and the Apostle . Paul 
announcing a new beginning for 
mankind. Although the circum­ 
stances under which the two 
delivered their messages are 
quite different, the revelations 
of a loving God contained in both 
are remarkable similar 
Freedom For Israel 
Second Isaiah, author of 
chapters 40 to 56 in the Book of 
Isaiah, wrote during a period of 
climactic political and military 
cha n ge ■- -1 he dow nfal 1 of t he 
Babylonian Em pire in the 
middle of the sixth century B.C. 
For at least 2(M) vears before this

time the ancient New’ East had 
been a cockpit for competing 
empires, those of the Assyrians, 
Egyptians, and Babylonians. As 
we have seen the two Jewish 
kingdoms 
had 
become 
sacrifices to successive victors 
First the northern kingdom had 
fallen to the Assyrians, and then 
the southern kingdom had 
succumbed to the Babylonians. 
But now, with the rise of the 
Persians and the weakening of 
Babylon, the Jews could see in 
the distance a vision of freedom. 
For 
Second 
Isaiah 
this 
freedom was to be much more 
than the belated winning of 
national independence It was to 
be a whole new world order of 
justice and love brought a'bout 
by God himself in his capacity of 
the all-powerful Creator At long 
last Israel will rise to the great 
destiny God had determined for 
her under the covenant with 
Abraham She will reveal the 
majesty of God to the benighted 
peoples of the world For cen­ 
turies Israel, blind and steeped 
in sin, had been unable to 
achieve this destiny, and as a 
result had suffered poignantly 
under conquerors; but no a , as 
the “suffering servant,” she 
was to become the human agent 
of God’s plan 


The initial verses we study 
today are a poetic prologue to 
the divine drama about to take 
place. God is presented 
in 
heavenly council, announcing 
his plan to pardon Israel. In 
poetic 
strophe 
the 
people 
respond with joy: 
“ Make 
straight in the desert a highway 
for our God." In a vivid and 
often quoted passage the poet 
then 
describes 
the 
tra n s­ 
formation that will come over 
Israel: “They who wait for the 
Lord. . .shall mount up with 
wings like eagles, they shall run 
and not be weary, they shall 
walk and not faint " 
Paul’ s Vision of Freedom 
In the passages from Gala­ 
tians the Apostle Paul also sees 
a vision of the bright new' day 
when the world will awaken to 
God, but in the Christian context 
of Salvation through Jesus 
Christ. The Christian churches 
of Galatia (a region in north 
central Asia Minor) were still 
troubled by the 
traditional 
taboos and restrictions of their 
earlier, pre-Christian state. 
Jewish converts still felt the 
need to abide by the Jewish law ; 
Gentile converts still secretly 
held to local gods and super­ 
stitions. In what one theologian 
has called “the Magna Charts of 
the Christian faith,” Paul called 
on 
church 
m em bers 
to 
repudiate all strictures which 
stood in the way of salvation 
through Christ. 
Thus, in the text we study, 
Paul likens the Galatians to 
children passing into adulthood. 
Just as they cannot be really 
free because of dependence 
upon 
their 
parents, 
so the 
m em bers 
of 
the 
G alatian 
churches were slaves while they 
were in the grip of childish 
supersit ions. But in the growth 
to Christian maturity, their eyes 
are opened to God and Christ, 
and they “receive adoption” as 
sons of God 
Two Views of Salvation 
At first sight. Second Isaiah 
and Paul appear to see the 
drama of salvation in different 
contexts. To the prophet it is a 
great act of God, carried out 
through a chosen people— the 
Jews To Paul it was an act of 
God carried out through one 
individual his son. But while 
this difference is very real, both 


views have much in common. 
Both see all humanity redeemed 
from sin "by the gratuitous act of 
a loving God—a destiny which 
humanity in no way earned or 
deserved. The God of Second 
Isaiah has much the same 
characteristics as the God of 
Paul. But Paul is much more 
specific about what each in­ 
dividual has to do in order to 
qualify for the new life. Belief 
and devotion are indispensible, 
and 
also 
the 
com plete 
repudiation 
of 
a 
form er 
benighted life.

HISTORY and HEARSAY 


A WEEKLY HOOSSER HISTORICAL COLUMN

There has been a promotion 
on radio WRCR recently urging 
Rushville’s citizens to shop at 
home for value and savings. 
Over at Shelbyville sales clerks 
are wearing large buttons which 
say “shop Shelbyville.” Today’s 
automobiles and inter-state 
highways have made it possible 
for most folks to get to large city 
shopping centers. Today’s local 
merchants have to fight the 
tendency for folks to get in the 
car and “take off” for a day’s 
shopping out of town. 
There was no problem in 
Rushville’s earlier days about 
shopping at home. Most people 
didn’t get up to the big city very 
often. People could hop on a 
train at fourth and Sexton and 
go to Indianapolis. They could 
run down to the in ter-urban 
depot at Third and Morgan for 
the ride to the capítol city to 
shop. But for the most part they 
were content to shop at Rush­ 
ville. Every kind of merchan­ 
dise could be found in the home 
town shops along with any up to 
date service which might be 
desired. 
If you were interested in 
furniture you might visit the 
store of George C. Wyatt on 
north Main Street where the 
latest style of furniture was 
kept. The business had been 
founded in 1885 and the store 
contained three stories of fur­ 
nishings for 
a 
custom er’s 
satisfaction. 
Perhaps shopping for fur­ 
niture made you tired and 
hungry you could have hustled 
down the street to the middle of 
Main on the east side between 
second and third to get a bite to 
eat at the People’s Restaurant. 
This establishment was open 
daily from five a.m. until 
midnight and was one of the few 
businesses in 1899 owned and 
operated by a black man. He 


was Delaney Bradford and you 
could buy a weekly meal ticket 
at his restaurant for the prin­ 
cely sum of three dollars. 
Most folks in those bygone 
days didn't eat out but at home. 
Groceries for the family could 
be bought in a number of places 
in Rushville. Just east of Main 
on Second 
there was 
the 
Grocery Store of A. L. Aldridge. 
The commercial directory of 
1899 
bragged 
about 
Mr. 
Aldridge’s business, “there are 
few, if any concerns engaged in 
similar lines, who are doing a 
more 
satisfactory 
business.” 


If meat was your dish you 
could have visited the meat 
market of Charles Kohlheier on 
the east side of Main Street. 
Prior to selling meat to eat, Mr. 
Kohlheier sol'd horse on the hoof 
- for racing. The meat market 
may have been a place to loaf as 
well as to buy steak. A picture of 
the market’s interior shows a 
long counter with stools in front 
of it for customers to sit while 
their meat was being trimmed. 


Rushville in 1899 was a most 
up to date progressive place. It 
boasted a number of depart­ 
ment stores. One of these was 
Churchill and Holden located on 
the corner of Third and Main. 
The former department store 
had four floors of goods for sale. 
The building still remains 


today . The top Boors have been 
removed and the building now 
houses the Rushville Pharmacy. 
The structure was built in 1899 
for Churchill and Holden They 
filled it with their wares. They 
sold 
furniture, 
stoves, 
glassware, china, household 
novelties, 
jew elry, 
clocks, 
s i 1 ver w a r e , 
pi ctur e s 
a n d 
frames, imported house fur­ 
nishings, carpets, draperies and 
windowshades. As with other 
furniture stores 
Undertaking 
(as 
they 
called 
mortuary 
science in those days) was a 
sideline. 
There were many businesses 
of all types in. Rushville during 
the last century. Unlike today, 
folks never thought of going any 
further to shop than to down­ 
town Rushville.

Turf ‘Regulators’ 
Still Under Study 


CHICAGO, 111. — Just as the 
power mower' replaced the old 
hand mower, so turf growth 
regulators 
may 
one 
day 
sidetrack 
the 
machine. 
But 
don’t sell you mower for a few 
years. 
Reporting 
on 
bluegrass 
response 
to 
nine 
growth 
regida tors used in a recent 
study. Dr.. R. P.. Freeborg, 
Purdue 
U niversith 
turf 
research er, today told the 
American Society of Agronomy 
that current growth regulators 
on the market reduce total plant 
growth. . sometimes severely. 
“The problem, in part, with 
present turf regulators,” he 
said, “is that, they tend to affect 
growth erratically and under 
stress conditions the turf cannot 
come back.” 
“What we need is growth 
regulators that reduce upright 
leaf growth,” he continued, “yet 
permit or even stimulate lateral 
or root growth.” 
Turf regulators, Freeborg 
pointed out, should greatly 
reduce 
the 
need for 
costly 
maintenance, while permitting 
grass to compete with weeds for 
space, reduce 'potential erosion, 
and still maintain a uniform 
attractive ground cover. 
S e v e ra l 
e x p e r im e n ta l 
products are currently being 
tested, he said, that offer one or 
more but 
not all of 
these 
features. Continued research is 


needed, however, to select and 
develop these. 
"Turf growth regulators offer 
economical as well as practical 
benefits,” 
the 
agronom ist 
stressed. “Elimination of one or 
two mowings per year along 
roadsides could save taxpayers 
thousands of dollars in main­ 
tenance costs.” 
Professional turf managers 
and home lawn enthusiasts can 
both benefit from turf growth 
regulators. Less time would be 
required for lawn care, fuel 
costs, and use would diminish, 
and tim e 
for 
recreational 
pursuits could increase. 
Foliar applications hold more 
promise than granular for large 
area use, Freeborg noted, for 
state maintenance departments 
are already equipped to handle 
spray-type jobs efficiently. In 
'the midwest, the states of Ohio 
and Kentucky 
have already 
used regulators to some degree. 
And some professional turf 
managers are also using turf 
regulators on rough areas on 
golf courses and in cemetery 
care. 
Freeborg said a good product 
for the home owner is yet to be 
developed. 
But when they come up with 
one 
that 
produces 
lateral 
growth 
and 
gives 
good 
protection 
against 
browning, 
you can begin to think about 
selling your mower. 


Red Clover seed production in 
Indiana this year is estimated at 
2.7 million pounds, a 51 per cent 
increase from the 1973 crop, 
according 
to 
state-federal 
agricultural statisticians at 
Purdue University. Yield at 80 
pounds an acre was up five 
pounds from last year, but 
acreage increased 42 per cent to 
a total of 34,000 acres. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — A 
major 
new 
welfare 
reform 
currently under consideration 
by top administration officials 
could result in worse nutrition 
for some of the nation’s needy 
families, an Agriculture De­ 
partment study indicates. 
The 
study, 
prepared 
by 
department economists, makes 
no direct reference to reports 
that administration officials are 
debating welfare reforms in­ 
volving 
substitution of cash 
benefits for payments that now 
flow to the poor through the 
USDA’s food stamp program,., 
The study concludes, how­ 
ever, that food stamps may be 
about two or three times as 
effective as cash, in increasing 
the food spending of very low 
income families. 
For some families near the 
upper end of the food stamp 
income eligibility range, the 
new study said 
that 
"cash 
income supplements may be 
nearly as effective as bonus 
food, 
stamps 
in 
expanding 
demand for food.” 
But for “very low income” 
families the picture is different, 
the study concluded. It said 
poor families in the very low 
income range given an extra 
dollar of cash income may use 
20 to 30 cents to increase food 
purchases. But when the same 
family is given a free $1 food 
stamp, its total food purchases 
may rise by 60 to 65 cents, the 
report added. 
The dollar food stamp does 
not produce a full dollar in 
extra food spending because 
families 
using 
stamps 
may 
switch some of their scarce 
cash previously used for food 
for other needs.

The study said food spending 
varies 
widely 
even 
among 
households of similar size and 
income. One low-income family 
may spend a high percentage of 
its limited cash on food while 
another may pinch food spend­ 
ing to below the level needed 
for a healthy diet . 
“For this reason, bonus food 
stamps are more important in 
achieving food and nutrition 
objectives than indicated by 
measures of average effective­ 
ness in expanding demand for 
food,” the report said. 
Under the food, stamp pro­ 
gram, about 14 million needy 
people 
get 
stamp 
aid 
by 
purchasing part of their stamp 
allocations for cash amounts 
that vary with family income. 
A family of four with $30 or 
less cash income per month, for 
example, gets $150 worth of 
stamps monthly free while a 
family with an income close to 
the $500 a month eligibility 
ceiling would have to pay cash 
for all. but a small portion of 
the stamps. 
The 
effect 
of 
the 
stamp 
program 
in 
expanding 
food 
purchases for the upper-level 
'poor families is small, experts 
explained, because they get a 
comparatively small amount of 
free stamps and because they 
tend to use the stamps mainly 
to free cash for other uses. 


Is Fall Plowing 


Advisable? 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. 
The wisdom of moldboard 
plowing this fall depends mostly 
on the soil types and the pattern 
in which they occur, says Harry 
M. 
Galloway, 
Purdue 
U n i v e r s i t y 
e x t e n s i o n 
agronomist. 


The “dark and clay" pattern 
in central Indiana provides two 
distinct problems. Whether to 
fall plow may depend on the 
proportion of dark 
to light 
colored 
soils in each field, 
Galloway adds. 


Dark colored flat soils plow 
well in the fall and benefit from 
the freeze-thaw action. The silt 
loams on accompanying light 
colored rises tend to run 
rains. Larger fields of light 
colored soils and of gently 
sloping prairies may better be 
spring plowed, and agronomist 
advises. 


Chisel plowing is a, logical 
alternative 
to 
moldboard 
plowing, he continues. Chiseling 
leaves cloddy 
surfaces with 
some of the residues on top to 
prevent, erosion well into spring. 
Continued use of this method 
eliminates plow soles and helps 
permeability of soils, Galloway 
notes. 


To prevent excessive wind 
erosion 
leave 
sandy 
soils 
unplowed until next spring. On 
soils of light gray “crawfish” 
flats, a thorough disking of 
residues this fall may permit 
earlier plowing next spring. 


And, 
finally,, 
don’t 
plow 
sloping fields this fall, Galloway 
cautions. Large losses of fertile 
topsoil occur especially in 
southern Indiana under wetter, 
more open winter conditions.

“We already know that fer­ 
tilizer is in short supply, and 
from all appearances, the same 
situation will soon be found in 
farm chemicals,” he said today. 


Employes at Arlington Farm 
Supply are also busy with the 
floatation equipment spreading 
plow-down fertilizer. “W’e also 
rent equipment if the farmer 
wants to do it himself,” Don 
said. 


Arlington Farm Supply was 
formerly American Cyanamid. 
Located one mile west of 
Arlington, the fertilizer plant 
was bought by Don Berkemeier 
on January 1, 1973. Don had 
been manager of the plant for 
five years before buying the 
business. Dennis Mahan, for­ 


merly assistant manager to 
Don. became manager 
when 
the purchase was made. 
Don and Dennis not only offer 
fine service on a complete line 
of bulk and blend fertilizers, but 
they sell agriculture chemicals 
and apply them. The business 
owns two spraying trucks; one 
has flotation tires. Also, when 
the crops are too big for trucks, 
Don and his men can spray with 
their High-Boy. Arlington Farm 
Supply can incorporate the 
farm ers’ chemicals or spray the 
chemicals when the crops are 
fully grown.

Paint Your 


Peach Tree 
Trunk 


WEST LAFAYETTE. Ind. - 
Property owners with peach 
trees should remember that 
dropping temperatures in late 
fall or winter endanger the 
peach tree trunks. 
Painting the tree trunk will 
provide it with some protection, 
says Richard Hayden. Purdue 
U niversity 
extension 
hor­ 
ticulturist. 
This should be done 
as 
weather permits in the fall. 
Paint when good drying weather 
is expected for at least the 
following two days, he adds. 
This will allow for adequate 
drying time. Inadequate drying 
time could cause part of the 
coating to be washed away. 
Use a good grade of white 
exterior latex house paint, says 
Hayden. Do not use paints w hich 


have an oil base or contain oils, 
as these may damage the tree. 
Paint may he applied with a 
brush, a roller or a spray gun. 
Paint the south and southwest 
sides of the trunk up to and 
including the crotch and the 
major scaffold limbs for eight to 
ten inches. 
The idea, says the H or­ 
ticulturist, is to apply a coating 
that will reflect the sun’s rays 
during hot, sunny days in 
winter,

reducing

Judge Sirica Takes Over 
Questioning Of Mitchell

WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 
a second time in the Watergate 
conspiracy trial, Judge John J. 
Sirica took over the examina­ 
tion of a witness, saying he was 
not getting answers to questions 
he has about Watergate. 
Sirica excused the jury late 
Tuesday and then questioned 
former Attorney General John 
N. Mitchell for 20 minutes in 
one of the most tense and 
dramatic moments of the 41- 
day trial. 
“I haven’t got a satisfactory 
answer yet. in my own mind,” 
Sirica said. “I haven’t been 
able to understand why all 
these thousands and thousands 
of dollars had to be given to 
these men who broke into the 
Democratic national headquar­ 
ters unless there was some 
obligation 
or 
something 
wrong.” 


“ I can’t, enlighten you, your 
honor,” Mitchell replied, again 
denying any involvement in 
Watergate as he had done in 2 
hours 
and 
15 
minutes 
of 
testimony. “I didn't start it. I 
didn’t, make the decision. I 
didn't have anything to do with 
it.” 


Mitchell, former campaign 
director for President Richard 
M. Nixon, returns to the stand 
today as the first defendant to 
testify. The other defendants, 
former White House aides H R. 
Haldeman and John D. Ehrlich- 
man, and re-election lawyers 
Robert C. Mardian and Kenneth 
W. Parkinson, are expected to 
testify later in their defense.

$11.8Billion For 
Mass Transit Bill

President Ford today signs a 
m ass transit aid bill that will 
pump $11.8 billion over the next 
six 
years 
into 
financially 
strapped subway, bus and rail 
com m uter system s. 
The bill could bring fewer 
fare increases, better service 
and m ore expansion to city 
transit system s, most of which 
lose money. 
The largest portion of the bill 
—$7.8 billion —will be granted 
on a case-by-case basis for 
construction and improvement 
p ro je c ts on an 80-20 fed eral 
m atching basis. 
But a smaller section of the 
bill is considered 
the 
most 
im portant 
by 
most 
transit 
system s 
— $4 
billion 
to 
be 
apportioned to cities according 
to population and population 
density. 
It can be used at local option 
either for operating subsidies 
on a 50-50 matching basis or 80- 
'20' for 
capital, 
im provem ent 
projects. 
Operating subsidies are con­ 
sidered the greatest need of big 
city transit system s, which say 
that without subsidies they will 
have to raise fares or cut 
service. 
The country’s biggest transit 
system, New York, is fighting 


to m aintain a 35-cent fare in 
what is 
probably the 
most 
celebrated of these cases. 
The New York area will get 
$704.5 million under the operat­ 
ing subsidy section, followed by 
Los Angeles-Long Beach with 
$316.5 million, the Chicago area 
with $253 million, the Phila­ 
delphia area with $153 million 
and Detroit with $138.2 million. 
Hundreds of other urbanized 
a re a s in every sta te except 
Wyoming and Vermont would 
get 
proportionately 
smaller 
amounts.
